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Dear Bidder, 


Welcome to Heritage’s 2017 New York International Numismatic Convention auction, and what is already a record- 
breaking sale. Going by the pre-sale estimate, this could very well be the highest-grossing World and Ancient Coin 
auction that Heritage has ever presented. In total, between the Signature Floor and Internet Sessions, we have over 
6,000 lots on offer. With so many lots, ranging in type from ancient Greek to modern Chinese, and ranging in value 
from a few hundred dollars to a few hundred thousand dollars, there is sure to be something for everyone here. 


From the ancient world, the auction is highlighted by a fantastic dynastic issue of Septimius Severus. Receiving the 
highest possible grade from Numismatic Guaranty Corporation (Gem Mint State, with a Fine Style designation as 
well), this coin features portraits of Caracalla, Geta, and Julia Domna on the reverse. Also on offer is a Mint State 
example of the ever-popular stater of the Greco-Bactrian king Eucratides |. Also of note in that section are two staters 
of King Croesus of Lydia— the pioneer of the bimetallic system and the first person in the world to produce gold coins. 
Up for sale is both an early heavy gold stater as well as a later light stater, the latter of which is particularly noteworthy 
for being graded Gem Mint State. 


With the general world coins, it is hard to find somewhere to begin, as there are so many individual pieces worthy 
of mention. Perhaps the most exciting offering is an excessively rare Japanese Meiji 13 (1880) proof set, sold as 
individual lots in our Platinum Night session. While sold as separate lots, the pieces constitute one of the most 
important offerings of Japanese coins since our sale of the Norman Jacobs collection in 2011. 


From mainland Europe, we have a number of exciting pieces, led off by a stunning 25 ducats from Salzburg from 
1709. Graded by NGC as MS61, this represents the largest non-medallic gold issue of Salzburg in the 18th century. 
Also crossing the block are further highlights from the Bern Collection, with the most prominent piece being a 
“Stirnlocke-Vreneli” pattern 20 Francs from 1897, graded by PCGS as SP66+. 


The selection of coins from Great Britain represents what is perhaps our strongest offering of that country in quite 
some time. Over half a dozen early 5 guineas, most of which are in exceptional and world-class grades, fall between 
these pages. Also up for sale is a large number of 19th and 20th century complete proof sets, some of which surely 
rank among the finest known for their types. 


From Latin America, the undisputed standout piece is a 1733-B 6400 reis. A unique discovery coin, this coin is sure to 
draw the attention of all Brazilian and Portuguese collectors. 


There are many other highlights from the rest of the world that are just as important as those mentioned above, 
but space constraints limit us from going into detail. Of particular note is the D. Moore Collection, which is offered 
separately in two other catalogs. It may take some time, but we suggest you go through all of these catalogs, as there 
are many gems throughout all of them.

This rare issue of the Etruscan city of Populonia features an lau- 
reate male head, probably representing the Etruscan deity Apulu, 
a local version of the Greek Apollo. Apulu was widely worshiped 
in pre-Roman Italy and may have lent his name to the region 
of Apulia on the heel of Italy (although the standard etymology 
is that the name derives from the lapudes, a local Italic tribe). 
Unlike other coinages of the Hellenistic period, Populonian coins 
are regularly uniface, and it seems that the flans were laid out on 
a stone or other solid flat surface and then struck by a single die 
to create the type. Occasionally, the features of this surface are 
visible on the reverse.

The Epirote King Alexander I “the Molossian” was the brother 
of Olympias and uncle to both Alexander III “the Great” and 
Pyrrhus, later king of Epirus. Like his cousins, he was anxious 
for military glory and raised a considerable army in search of 
new lands to conquer. In 334 BC, while Alexander the Great was 
attacking the Persian Empire, Alexander the Molossian turned 
his attentions westward in response to entreaties from Tarentum 
in Italy to help them fight off several aggressive Italic tribes. He 
won a key victory over the Samnites and Lucanians in 332 BC, 
after which he signed a peace treaty with nascent Rome; however, 
as with Pyrrhus a few decades later, his victories proved both 
costly and ephemeral. In 331 BC, a battle at Pandosia went 
against him and he was killed while trying to escape. His pres- 
ence in Tarentum saw the striking of a limited gold coinage, 
including this rare and lovely fractional type, intended to pay the 
Epirote and Greco-lItalian soldiers in his service.

Metapontum traced its founding to the 7th century BC, when an 
Achaean adventurer named Leucippus and his followers put down 
roots on a fertile plain on the instep of the Italian boot. The city so 
flourished that its people were said to have dedicated a “golden 
harvest,” probably a golden sheaf of barley, at the great temple 
of Delphi. Demeter, goddess of the grain harvest, was patroness 
of the city and her image and symbology figure prominently on 
the city’s coinage. Virtually all of Metapontum’s coins bear the 
symbol of Demeter, a barley ear with the grains arranged in six 
or seven rows. The earliest issues of the city, ca. 525 BC, feature 
the grain ear on both sides of the coin, in relief on one side and in 
incuse on the other.

This attractive type depicts the tale of Europa and the bull. 
Europa, a beautiful Phoenician maiden, was spotted by Zeus 
while she was picking flowers. Zeus became enamored with her, 
transformed himself into a tame white bull, and approached her. 
Enchanted, she caressed the bull and climbed onto his back. 
Seeing his chance, Zeus ran to the sea and swam, with her on his 
back, to the island of Crete, where (after the usual round of divine 
lovemaking), he made her queen. The imagery of Europa natu- 
rally features prominently on the coinage of Crete, but there are 
some puzzling aspects of this coin type. For example, the eagle in 
Europa’s lap, and the tree in which she appears to be sitting, do 
not feature in the traditional tale. 


Besides its intriguing image and rarity, this coin has another 
great story to tell: During World War I, An Astro-Hungarian 
soldier named A. Picek saved the life of an Italian banker during 
the battle of Caporetto in 1917. The grateful Italian gifted the 
soldier with two bags of old coins, which contained a small group 
of ancient Cretan silver pieces, including this specimen. This 
became the seed corn for a large and diverse collection of ancient 
coins that Mr. Picek finally sold in 1975 to Dr. Ludwig Vostal, 
who kept the collection intact until just recently.

The Pergamene Kingdom, however, 
officially broke from the Seleucid realm only a few years later, 
and the kingdom’s coinage honored its founder Philetaerus on its 
coinage for several reigns thereafter.

Debate has long swirled regarding the identity of the ‘helmeted 
hero’ appearing on the obverse of this type - is it Seleucus I 
himself, or Alexander the Great, or a composite demigod incorpo- 
rating features of Seleucus, Alexander and Dionysus?

Like most Indo-Greek rulers following Menander, whose reign 
ended circa 130 BC, Philoxenus “The Invincible” is an enigma 
wrapped in a mystery. His rare coinage is found primarily in the 
Punjab, where his reign seems to have been centered. His reverse 
type echoes ones used on coins of Antimachus II as much as six 
decades earlier, which may point to a dynastic connection with 
the earlier ruler. The scarcity of his coinage indicates his reign 
must have been relatively brief.

This splendid tetradrachm displays Tiberius’ obsession with 
preserving the memory and cult of his predecessor and father- 
in-law, Augustus Caesar.

Augustus 
had annexed Egypt to the Roman Empire following his defeat 
of Antony and Cleopatra, and Tiberius took great care to keep 
maintain the operation of Egypt as the special preserve of the 
Princeps governed by a prefect of equestrian status appointed 
directly by the Emperor. As a special enclave, Egypt maintained 
its own currency system, including silver tetradrachms such as 
this one. Visitors from elsewhere in the Empire were required to 
turn in their Roman coinage for Egyptian issues, the transaction 
netting a tidy profit for the provincial government.

During his term as Moneyer in 54 BC, Marcus Junius Brutus 
issued two denarius types that would prove to be remarkably 
prophetic in a decade’s time. This type celebrates his illustrious 
ancestors, including the Lucius Junius Brutus, the first Consul 
of Rome, who in 509 BC initiated the conspiracy that overthrew 
the city’s last king, Tarquin the Proud. The reverse honors Gaius 
Servilius Ahala, who in 439 BC used a dagger concealed in the 
folds of toga under his arm to slay Spurius Maelius, a wealthy 
patrician who had plotted to make himself king. In 44 BC, Brutus 
would undertake a conspiracy to slay another tyrant, Julius 
Caesar, in which the conspiring senators concealed daggers 
within their togas.

The traditional identification of the Gallic warrior depicted on 
the obverse of this issue as Vercingetorix, leader of the great 
Gallic rebellion against Caesar in 55-54 BC, has been challenged 
as unprovable and unlikely. However, there is ample precedent 
for Romans placing portraits and images of defeated enemy 
rulers on coinage, and there is no reason to rule out such an 
attribution. The head is quite distinctive in its features, showing 
a rather haggard and emaciated warrior with his hair in wild dis- 
array, perhaps reflecting the appearance of a man held captive 
by Caesar for four long years since the surrender of Vercingetorix 
at Alesia in 52 BC.

This remarkable dynastic denarius pairs Caligula’s obverse 
portrait with that of his father, the revered general Germanicus, 
whose mysterious death in AD 19 plunged the Roman world into 
mourning. There is scholarly disagreement over the mint location 
for Caligula’s precious metal coinage. C. H. V. Sutherland and R. 
A. Carson, writing in Vol. I of RIC, state their belief that the early, 
bare-headed coinage of Caligula, like that of Tiberius, was struck 
in Gaul at the mint of Lugdunum, but that late in AD 37 minting 
operations were transferred to Rome and continued there for all 
subsequent issues, identified by a laureate head of the emperor. 
J. B. Giard, author of the Bibliotech Nationale catalog in Paris, 
believes all of Caligula’s gold and silver issues were minted 
in Lugdunum, and this view is supported by David R. Sear in 
“Roman Coins and Their Values.”

Pescinnius Niger was a successful military commander in the 
reign of Commodus. In AD 191, he was made governor of Syria, 
leading a substantial legionary force, and was thus well-posi- 
tioned when word arrived of Commodus’ assassination on the 
last day of AD 192. When Pertinax was murdered less than two 
months later, Niger saw his opportunity and arranged for his 
troops to proclaim him emperor as a rival to Pertinax’s replace- 
ment, Didius Julianus. Rather than marching on Rome, Niger 
remained in the east to solidify his power base. But his caution 
proved costly, as in the meantime the governor of Moesia, 
Septimius Severus, made a lightning march on Rome, easily 
disposed of Julianus, and induced the Senate to declare Niger a 
public enemy. Niger had the bigger army, but it suffered repeat- 
ed defeats throughout early AD 194. Niger attempted to flee 
to Parthia, but was captured and executed by one of Severus’ 
generals. Niger’s coinage was confined to the eastern mints of 
Caesarea, Antioch and Alexandria, and was actively suppressed 
by the victorious Severus, accounting for its rarity today.

After a decade spent in exile, Justinian II regained the East 
Roman throne with Bulgarian help in AD 705 and immediately 
resumed his innovative coinage featuring an obverse portrait of 
Christ. The new sacred image, however, was distinctly different 
from the “classic” Christ of Justinian’s first reign. Jesus is shown 
in a seemingly more youthful guise, with a head of tight, curly 
hair and a close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses and 
medium-length beard on coins of the first reign. Various theories 
have been put forth to explain this abrupt change in iconography, 
but it remains mysterious. At any rate young, curly headed Christ 
proved a short-lived depiction. It would not be until the end of 
the iconoclastic era in the late 9th century AD that Christ would 
again be depicted on Byzantine coins, and the image would revert 
to the more traditional long-haired visage of Justinian IT’s first 
reign.

Part of a debilitating string of short-lived rulers, Bardanes was 
a general of Armenian origins who was proclaimed Emperor 
upon the final overthrow of Justinian II. Almost immediately, he 
alienated the clergy and populace by reviving the Monothelete 
heresy (proposing that Christ had a single, divine nature and will) 
which had supposedly been stamped out decades previously. He 
was also unsuccessful in stopping Arab and Bulgarian advances, 
prompting the Byzantine army to depose and blind him after 18 
months of ineffective rule. He was replaced by the finance min- 
ister Artemius, who reigned as Anastasius II. This extraordinary 
piece shows the unusually fine artistry employed on the coinage 
for so ephemeral a reign, showing the emperor holding two 
symbols of office dating back to Roman times: The globus cruci- 
ger and scipio aquila, a scepter topped by an eagle.

To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written 
bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneer’s place 
of business at least two business days before the Auction start. Auctioneer is not responsible for 
executing mail bids or FAX bids received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids 
submitted after the published closing time; nor is Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of 
bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, e-mail, Internet, or in person once the Auction begins. Bids 
placed electronically via the internet may not be withdrawn until your written request is received 
and acknowledged by Auctioneer (FAX: 214-409-1425); such requests must state the reason, and 
may constitute grounds for withdrawal of bidding privileges. Lots won by mail Bidders will not be 
delivered at the Auction unless prearranged. 

11. Caveat as to Bid Increments. Bid increments (over the current bid level) determine the lowest 
amount you may bid on a particular lot.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 


Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code.

Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher.

Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer's election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer's premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn ona U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank.

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of 
the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder 
from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any 
other damages pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer.

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice 
not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney's fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney's time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. 


Terms and Conditions of Auction 


With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 
9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including 
a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). In addition, with 
respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might 
otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on the 
invoice. If a Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates shall 
have the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure by 
possessory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidder’s property in their possession... 

. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a 
common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that 
Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the 
credit card on file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States.

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions. . 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 

in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or afhliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 
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Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury 
waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces 
the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, 
relating to and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any 
interpretation of the Terms and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description 
of any lot or condition report, any damage to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term 
of sale or condition report or description and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in 
contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any claim made by you of a lot or 
your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving a warranty or 
representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer {which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant 
(or respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a 
confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the 
rules of, the American Arbitration Association.

further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect 
arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or related 
items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be brought within two 
(2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. Exemplary or 
punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions and restrictions for 
return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The 
prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based 
on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. 
awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid of arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation 
shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary 
the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction 
participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery 
process. Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that any 
claim shall utilize such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided in 
these Terms and Conditions agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability 
exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.

In conformity with “do-not-call” regulations promulgated by 
the Federal or State regulatory agencies, participation by the Bidder is affirmative consent to being 
contacted at the phone number shown in his application and this consent shall remain in effect until 
it is revoked in writing. Heritage may from time to time contact Bidder concerning sale, purchase, and 
auction opportunities available through Heritage and its affiliates and subsidiaries. 

54. Rules of Construction: Auctioneer presents properties in a number of collectible fields, and as such, 
specific venues have promulgated supplemental Terms and Conditions.

bonds for it and its employees, and the auction is being conducted in compliance with Sec. 2338 of the 

Commercial Code and Sec. 535 of the Penal Code. 


Notice as to an Auction in New York City: This Auction is conducted in accord with the applicable 
sections of the New York City Department of Consumer Affairs Rules and Regulations as Amended.

Spanning the globe alphabetically, you will find 
jaw-dropping selections from countries ranging from Argentina to the Windward Islands, a small group of islands in the 
Lesser Antilles. In between, some countries, such as France and Great Britain, are represented by a run of truly sensational 
coins, while other countries might have only one coin. While mentioning just “a few” highlights is no easy task, we feel 
compelled to quickly detail several of the items that seemed particularly “special” to both us and our consignor. 


While it’s value perhaps won't leap off the page when the hammer falls, the second lot in the sale, an 8 reales from the 
Argentine province of La Rioja, should perhaps win the award for most photogenic. Featuring both a mountain and 
a sunface in its design, it is covered in stunning arrangement of tone that absolutely captivates. Very likely the finest 
known as well, there’s no questioning its greatness. Within Cuba, you'll find an amazing 1915 gold proof set, perhaps the 
finest intact, and once owned by famed collector Louis E. Eliasberg. With the 20 pesos existing in PR65 Cameo grade, 
this set will likely realize the top price in this catalog. An 1893 5 pounds, graded PR67* Ultra Cameo, is perhaps the 
coin our consignor had the hardest time parting with. A peerless example, this massive gold proof is preserved in near- 
unfathomable condition for the issue, and with its rich cameo appearance, it's not hard to understand our consignor’s 
love for it; it’s truly a coin that’s hard to stop looking at. Finally, we have to mention a run of 19% century Norwegian 
speciedalers from Carl XIV Johan. While most dates observed are rare in their own right, this group, all observed in Mint 
State, may represent the finest combination of originality and quality anywhere in the world. As a collector, if you have the 
chance to view these coins, it is an absolute must. 


While there are so many other highlights that deserve mention, we will leave them to be discovered by your own perusal. 
During that process, whether you specialize in a series, or just collect what your eye is attracted to, we hope you'll find a 


coin (or coins!) that your collection can’t be without...and in that pursuit, we wish all bidders great success!

Republic 4 Reales 1849-RB MS66 NGC, La Rioja 
mint, KM20. Stunning quality for this often-circulated, crudely pro- 
duced issue, with a strike that’s as full as we’ve encountered on the type 
and cascading luster over both sides that immediately propels light into 
the viewer’s eye when the coin is rotated beneath a lamp. The addition 
of very few marks on the surfaces further separates this Gem from other 
survivors. More than likely the finest extant of the type and presently, 
the only example of any date to have been certified by NGC above the 
MS63 grade.

mint, KMS8. Coin Rotation variety. An undeniable “monster” of a coin, and 
without question the most stunning example of this visually captivating 
type known. Bathed in scintillating tone, the side featuring the Argentine 
coat of arms with sunface above displays warm yellow and orange color 
in the centers, while the edges showcase a mixture of blue-green and ma- 
roon. On the other side, green and yellow patina prevails, with small pock- 
ets of brilliance and underlying luster that imparts impressive luminosity. 
The specialist will also recognize the strike as being impressively sharp 
for the issue, as incompleteness of the mountains is often observed. Alto- 
gether, a transcendent coin whose appearance draws parallels to a work of 
art.

The 
planchet is teasingly reflective—mint luster brightens the obverse through 
the tonal breaks, sweeping the reverse expanses rather easily—while a bold 
strike completes this grand offering, and confirms its Gem status. Condi- 
tionally scarce and highly appealing in this visual and technical format.

Perhaps most impres- 
sive for this Bahia mint issue however 1s the strike, crisply imparted over 
both sides, with full detail in Joao’s hair and noticeably upset rims that 
boldly segment the denticles and make an eye-appealing frame for the 
rest of the coin. The definite remnants of a 4 under the 5 in the date (an 
overdate that goes without mention in the catalogs we’ve seen) furthers 
the impressiveness of this premium Gem. The finest example we’ve en- 
countered of the date by a large margin, and for the Brazilian collector by 
date or type, an absolute prize.

More 
concentrated inspection reveals several well-blended marks from han- 
dling, as well as several planchet adjustments that didn’t completely 
strike out in and around Joao’s bust, but these imperfections are barely 
mention-worthy relative to other examples of the date.

As one might 
expect, unsurpassed in grade at NGC, with a single other coin at the same 
grade. Those two, perhaps preserved together for ages, represent the finest 
examples graded for any Brazilian Dobra. As such, a highly important op- 
portunity for the collector, as the opportunity to acquire a world-class, and 
perhaps finest extant representative of such an elusive and historic type 
doesn’t come often.

In contrast, the 
present coin remains in an immaculate state, with fully original reflec- 
tivity in the fields and eye-catching orange-gold color. The strike is also 
well-placed, with no marks that hinder viewing. Absolutely a once in a 
generation (or more!) type of offering, and as such, one that will surely 
bring specialists in the field to a frenzy.

32037 George V 10 Cents 1936 MS67 NGC, Royal Canadian mint, 
KM23a. The final year from this series, with opalescent color that resides 
beneath an even coating of steel-gray mottling and expertly detailed de- 
sign illustrations that rise to full completion.

The intricacies of the 
designs, the proportions of the various elements, and the use of repous- 
soir to create perspective, all add tremendously to the eye appeal of this 
selection—even the reddish placement of tone across the sun’s rays at the 
horizon add to its life-like nature. In referencing the census reports, this 
coin bests its next competitor by 4 points, and it’s unlikely that another 
specimen will challenge that any time soon. As such, a winning bid that 
surpasses our high estimate would not be all that surprising.

A Meticulously Produced Example 
of this Rare ‘De Vellon’ Issue 


32358 Ferdinand VII Specimen 20 Reales de Vellon 1821 M-SR 
SP65 NGC, Madrid mint, KM561, Cal-515. The rare first date of this 
re-introduced denomination, reportedly produced with a mintage of just 
400 coins. This coin however distances itself from even that minuscule 
output, with qualities that are undeniably different from essentially all oth- 
ers seen, and qualify it as an extremely rare presentation strike, no doubt 
produced in tiny numbers (perhaps unique today’) for either official mint 
archives or incredibly important persons. As one might expect from a coin 
produced using elevated production standards, the surfaces showcase wa- 
tery reflectivity akin to that on a well-accomplished proof, while one has 
to admire the pinpoint details in the centers as well as the sharp edges 
that are brought up by the strike. Clearly stored inside a coin cabinet for 
ages, the surfaces have acquired delightful tone that varies dramatically 
with the side in which the coin rested. On the front, deep earthen shades 
cling to the edges with pockets of brilliance in the centers. The reverse on 
the other hand is fully complimented with patina, shades of blue, green, 
yellow orange-red and gold coming alive when viewed beneath a light. 
Altogether, easily retaining the appearance of a Gem, and if not for a few 
instances of nearly invisible handling in the obverse fields, a coin that 
would have received an even higher grade. A crown of the highest rarity 
and importance for the Spanish collector. 


The first coins with the Reales de Vellon denominations were minted in 
Spain under Joseph Napoleon and were clearly the result of the French in- 
fluence at the time: the large crown sized with the new denomination of 20 
Reales de Vellon was divided in five coins of 4 Reales de Vellon similarly 
to the French 5 Francs crown being divided in five coins of I Franc (while 
the previous 8 Reales crown was divided in four coins of 2 Reales). Al- 
though the coins issued after Joseph Napoleon ousting between 1813 and 
1820 went back to the old Reales-Escudos system, the coins issued under 
the Liberal triennium of 1821-1823 had their denominations expressed in 
Reales de Vellon once again.

Produced 
only in novodel form, this coin exists as one of only a small handful of the type known...and in the PR64* Cameo 
grade, it’s hard to imagine a finer example exists! From the short-lived reign of Paul |, one will find a 1798 Poltina in 
astounding MS67 grade. A true miracle of survival, it is more than likely the finest 18th century Russian Poltina of any 
date extant, with its unmatched grade in the NGC and PCGS census data adding validity to that claim. Finally, from 
the reign of Alexander Ill, we note a phenomenal 1886-dated proof rouble certified at the immaculate PR66 Cameo 
grade.

Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion.

Welcome to Heritage’s 2017 New York International Numismatic Convention auction, and what is already a record- 
breaking sale. Going by the pre-sale estimate, this could very well be the highest-grossing World and Ancient Coin 
auction that Heritage has ever presented. In total, between the Signature Floor and Internet Sessions, we have over 
6,000 lots on offer. With so many lots, ranging in type from ancient Greek to modern Chinese, and ranging in value 
from a few hundred dollars to a few hundred thousand dollars, there is sure to be something for everyone here. 


From the ancient world, the auction is highlighted by a fantastic dynastic issue of Septimius Severus. Receiving the 
highest possible grade from Numismatic Guaranty Corporation (Gem Mint State, with a Fine Style designation as 
well), this coin features portraits of Caracalla, Geta, and Julia Domna on the reverse. Also on offer is a Mint State 
example of the ever-popular stater of the Greco-Bactrian king Eucratides |. Also of note in that section are two staters 
of King Croesus of Lydia— the pioneer of the bimetallic system and the first person in the world to produce gold coins. 
Up for sale is both an early heavy gold stater as well as a later light stater, the latter of which is particularly noteworthy 
for being graded Gem Mint State. 


With the general world coins, it is hard to find somewhere to begin, as there are so many individual pieces worthy 
of mention. Perhaps the most exciting offering is an excessively rare Japanese Meiji 13 (1880) proof set, sold as 
individual lots in our Platinum Night session. While sold as separate lots, the pieces constitute one of the most 
important offerings of Japanese coins since our sale of the Norman Jacobs collection in 2011. 


From mainland Europe, we have a number of exciting pieces, led off by a stunning 25 ducats from Salzburg from 
1709. Graded by NGC as MS61, this represents the largest non-medallic gold issue of Salzburg in the 18th century. 
Also crossing the block are further highlights from the Bern Collection, with the most prominent piece being a 
“Stirnlocke-Vreneli” pattern 20 Francs from 1897, graded by PCGS as SP66+. 


The selection of coins from Great Britain represents what is perhaps our strongest offering of that country in quite 
some time. Over half a dozen early 5 guineas, most of which are in exceptional and world-class grades, fall between 
these pages. Also up for sale is a large number of 19th and 20th century complete proof sets, some of which surely 
rank among the finest known for their types. 


From Latin America, the undisputed standout piece is a 1733-B 6400 reis. A unique discovery coin, this coin is sure to 
draw the attention of all Brazilian and Portuguese collectors. 


There are many other highlights from the rest of the world that are just as important as those mentioned above, 
but space constraints limit us from going into detail. Of particular note is the D. Moore Collection, which is offered 
separately in two other catalogs. It may take some time, but we suggest you go through all of these catalogs, as there 
are many gems throughout all of them.

The unusual fabric of this piece follows a style peculiar to Greek southern 
Italy in the archaic period: A broad, thin flan, obverse depicted in relief, 
the reverse repeating the obverse motif but in negative relief, or incuse, 
and reversed. Creating such coins required a high degree of technical 
skill and quality control. The reasons for the popularity of this fabric are 
poorly understood; some scholars have postulated a connection to the 
mathematician-philosopher Pythagoras, who was active in Italy during 
this period (6th century BC) and taught a creed which stressed the duality 
of mankind 8 nature and all existence.

The reverse image of Heracles strangling the Nemean Lion is a work of great power and pathos, and probably is intended to reflect 
the ongoing struggle between Syracuse (Heracles) and Carthage (lion) for control of Sicily. Dionysius I had just won a great vic- 
tory over Carthage in 396, providing the impetus for this attractive series of gold pieces. The engraver has captured the moment 
of maximum tension, with Heracles tightening his grip around the lion’s neck and mane while it claws desperately against his legs 


for escape.

In the mid 4th century BC Syracuse suffered governmental paralysis due 
to rival political factions and Carthaginian meddling. A delegation from 
Syracuse traveled to their long-ago mother city, Corinth, seeking help in 
the form of a strong leader, and Timoleon answered the call. Given dicta- 
torial powers, he drove the pro-Carthaginian faction from power, set up 
a stable government, and sparked a revival in prosperity and confidence. 
The economic rebound was mirrored by the coinage, which introduced 
many new and attractive designs and denominations, many featuring the 
traditional emblem of Corinth, the winged steed Pegasus.

The first gold staters struck by Carthage between 350 and 320 BC were of a nearly pure alloy and weighed more than the ubiquitous 
gold staters of Philip IT and Alexander the Great. As time went on this coinage was debased with silver and reduced in weight— 
hence the much more numerous Carthage staters produced after circa 320 BC are now termed “electrum.” This early stater in pure 
gold shows a delicacy of style that indicates the dies were created by a Greek engraver of consummate skill.

Carthage, a Phoenician colony on the coast of North Africa, became a 
maritime powerhouse in the fifth century BC and challenged the Greek 
cities of Sicily and Southern Italy for control of the western Mediterra- 
nean. Starting in 265 BC, Carthage and Rome fought three titanic wars 
that produced more death and destruction than any other conflict before 
the 20th century. This large gold piece, much larger and heavier than con- 
temporary Greek issues of Syracuse, was struck early in the First Punic 
War with Rome. These impressive coins enticed mercenary soldiers from 
many nations into Carthaginian service. A powerful head of the Phoeni- 
cian goddess Tanit adorns the obverse, while a lithe horse, symbolizing 
the Carthaginian cavalry arm, occupies the reverse.

Though immensely rich, Carthage ’s stock of gold reserves, were 
eventually reduced to the point where coins of pure gold (see previous two 
lots) were increasinly debased with silver, producing denominations such 
as this remarkable electrum trihemistater. An unusual feature is the quasi- 
Egyptian solar disk flanked by serpents above the proud Punic horse.

Alexander the Great's conquest of the Persian Empire “liberated” vast 
stores of gold and silver that had been locked away for centuries in the 
Great King's treasuries in Sardes, Susa, Persepolis and Babylon. At the 
beginning of his reign in 336 BC, the Macedonian Kingdom was report- 
edly in debt to the tune of 500 silver talents (a talent being 6,000 silver 
drachms and a “king’s ransom” in earliest Greek times). To give an idea 
of the vast loot his conquests amassed, at Susa alone Alexander seized 
50,000 talents of silver and 40,000 of gold. This huge intake of bullion 
resulted in hitherto unseen denominations such as the gold distater, tar- 
iffed at two staters and ten silver tetradrachms, about 20 day’s wages for 
a Macedonian soldier during wartime. The distater was likely employed 
to pay off many of Alexander’s veteran soldiers, who were rewarded for 
their labors with the equivalent of a silver talent. With the new denomina- 
tion, a talent could be paid out as 120 gold distaters. Despite their size 
and enormous buying power, gold distaters evidently circulated heavily, 
for most specimens found today display considerable wear and numerous 
contact marks. This beautiful Choice AU example is free from such marks 
and is thus in the top 5% of surviving specimens.

Philip III was the regnal name of Arrhidaeus, the slow-witted half-brother of Alexander III the Great. When Alexander died in Babylon in June, 323 BC, 
a council of generals hammered out a compromise by which Arrhidaeus would be crowned as Philip III, and would reign jointly with the infant son of the 
conqueror, Alexander IV. However, neither had any real power, this being held by a succession of regents. The new king proved as compliant and simple- 
minded as the generals had hoped, but in 320 BC, Arrhidaeus married a niece of Philip II's, Eurydice, who had enough ambition for the both of them. 
Eurydice plunged into the complex and deadly politics of the Diadochi, although all too frequently chosing the losing side. In 317 BC, she threw her sup- 
port behind Cassander’s successful bid to become regent. Cassander left her and Arrhidaeus in charge of Macedon while he went on campaign in Asia. 
However, Alexander 's mother Olympias raised her own army and invaded Macedon. Arrhidaeus and Eurydice were captured; ater holding them hostage, 
Olympias finally ordered Arrhidaeus executed and compelled Eurydice to commit suicide. The coinage of Philip is clearly based on that of Alexander, 
showing no innovations except for the name.

Upon 
Troy s fall, he was alleged by Odysseus to have violated a sanctuary of 
Athena by ravishing Cassandra, thus bringing the wrath of Athena down 
upon himself and his countrymen. Ajax himself perished on the return voy- 
age, and the rest of the Opuntians reached home only with great difficulty.

The career of Mithradates VI resembles that of Saddam Hussein in that 
he was a consistent thorn in the side of the world’s dominant power for 
decades, despite numerous defeats, until finally cornered and brought 
low in a titanic and costly war. Soon after coming to power in the rela- 
tive backwater of Pontus, Mithradates showed signs of an ambition that 
the borders of his small kingdom could not contain. Frustrated that 
Rome controlled most of the territories he had marked out for conquest, 
he cannily observed the growing resentment that greedy Roman busi- 
nessmen and magistrates were earning in Asia Minor and portrayed 
himself as the means by which the Greek world would gain its vengeance 
and freedom. He invaded Rome’s Asia Province in 88 BC and massacred 
80,000 Italian residents. He next invaded Greece proper, but was met 
there and defeated by Roman legions under Sulla. A revolution in Rome, 
however, forced Sulla to cut a quick deal with Mithradates and return 
to Italy. A decade later, Mithradates was at it again, attacking the Ro- 
man protectorate of Bithynia and drawing a response from the general 
Lucullus. Again Mithradates suffered humiliating defeat and again he 
slipped away to fight another day. The end finally came in 63 BC when, 
cornered at last by Pompey the Great, Mithradates fell on his sword to 
avoid capture. Mithradates’ coinage deliberately evokes the memory of 
Alexander the Great, depicting himself as a semi-divine conqueror in the 
same mold. They represent the last great example of Hellenistic portrai- 
ture, and as such are highly prized.

Gepaepyris was a Bosporan queen of Persian, Greek and Roman descent who counted among her ancestors the Roman triumvir 
Mark Antony. She married the Bosporan King Aspurgus (8 BC - AD 38) and, after his death, ruled jointly with her son Mithradates 
I of Pontus until AD 45. The date of this gold stater places it squarely within this joint reign; however, the identity of the portraits 
is something of a mystery. It was traditional for the Bosporan Kingdom to place the portrait of the reigning Roman emperor on the 
obverse, this would be Gaius “Caligula” in AD 38-39, but the obverse portrait perhaps more closely resembles that of his father, 
Germanicus. The reverse may represent young Mithradates or an idealized head of the previous king, Aspurgus.

This remarkable gold stater type, lacking any inscription but struck from 
dies of highly refined style, has been attributed to the city of Pergamum 
based on symbols and imagery common to silver coins struck with the 
city’s ethnic. The date of its issue is far less evident and has been the 
subject of much conjecture. The obverse closely resembles lifetime silver 
coins of Alexander III the Great from Asia Minor, and the weight stan- 
dard conforms to the gold staters issued by the Macedonian state. But 
this raises chronological problems because the city of Pergamum did not 
rise to prominence until long after Alexander’s death— in fact it was little 
more than a strategic mountain fortress until Lysimachus of Thrace made 
it his treasury in 301 BC. The type being quite rare, hoard finds have been 
few but helpful; two examples found in the Saida hoard point to a date 
before 323 BC. The most recent analysis of known specimens by Francoise 
de Callatay, published in 2012, identified five obverse and seven reverse 
dies, perhaps produced by two different engravers, all struck in a tight, 
die-linked series over a short period of time. He suggests the coins were 
personally commissioned by Alexander shortly after his initial invasion of 
Asia Minor and seizure of Pergamum in 334 BC, utilizing dies produced 
by engravers accompanying his army. The lack of an identifying ethnic 
and the different imagery than that employed on Alexander’s usual gold 
staters could be explained by the desire to maintain “deniability” should 
the fortunes of war shift and the Persians regain the city. These staters, 
then, are the first coins produced at what would go on to become one of 
antiquity s greatest cities and the capital of its own empire in the Hel- 
lenistic era.

Phanes was evidently an Carian or Ephesian minister or aristocrat of the 
later 7th century BC. The name is known from a rare group of electrum 
staters and a lesser denominations that bear a stag and the Greek legend 
“I am the badge of Phanes”’ or “of Phanes.” These are among the earli- 
est coins to bear legends. It has also been speculated that the name refers 
to a divinity, perhaps Apollo-Phaneos (light-bringer) or Artemis (due to 
the stag). The Phanes coinage falls into seven denominations, from a full 
stater down to a 1/96 stater, all featuring the stag in various poses; only 
the full stater and third-stater or trite are inscribed, but the distinctive ren- 
dering of the stag links all denominations of the series to the same issuer. 
The fact that Phanes is otherwise unattested as a king or satrap indicates 
the first coins may have been struck by private individuals, rather than 
governments or royal courts.

One of the reverse incuse squares on this extraordinary stater bears a 
mysterious left-facing head of a horned, bearded male entity with pointed 
ears and rams horns; since the very front of the face is off-flan, the head 
could also be a goat or ram, although the positioning of the neck below 
rather than behind the head looks more human than animal. It is possible 
the head represents an extremely early rendering of Zeus-Ammon, a poly- 
glot Greco-Egyptian god later widely revered in the Hellenistic world. The 
Greeks of Cyrenaica evidently worshiped the god in this form (a bearded 
man with ram horns and pointed ears) in the 6th century BC. It could also 
represent Achelous, the horned, bull-eared and bearded god of a river of 
the same name in central Greece which empties into the Ionian sea. Either 
way, the type appears to be completely unrecorded in the standard refer- 
ences covering electrum coinage of Miletus and Asia Minor.

Gold staters were initially issued by Croesus on a “heavy” standard of 
about 10.7 grams, the same weight as the new silver stater denomination 
(although, since silver is a lighter metal, the gold issues were smaller in 
size and much more valuable). The switch to a lighter standard of about 
8.6 grams for gold seems to have occurred shortly before the Persians 
defeated Croesus and absorbed the Lydian Kingdom circa 546 BC. The 
Persians retained the Lydian coinage with only minor changes for some 
time before introducing their own coin designs, the daric and siglos, 
on a similar weight standard and exchange ratio.

Croesus is one of the most famous kings of antiquity, although we know 
few concrete facts about him. Lydia was already the dominant power in 
Asia Minor before Croesus (often rendered as Kroisos) attained the king- 
dom Ss throne in about 561 BC as the son of Alyattes, who had reigned for 
the previous half-century. The most important reform attributed to him 
was the introduction of a bimetallic coinage in gold and silver, first aug- 
menting and then replacing the previous electrum issues. The design cho- 
sen by Croesus, the confronting foreparts of a lion and bull, are thought 
by Harlan J. Berk to be symbolic of “strength and power” (lion) and 
“fertility” (bull). The lion had previously been used by Alyattes (see lots 
2033-2034), and so an alternative theory might be that this is a dynas- 
tic type, with the lion representing Alyattes and the bull representing his 
son and successor. The creation of separate gold and silver denomina- 
tions ranging from a full stater down to 1/96th of a stater was a visionary 
move that had a major impact on the ancient economy. Perhaps because 
of his association with gold and silver, Croesus became legendary for his 
wealth, and there are several almost mythical accounts of his interactions 
with another quasi-legendary Greek, the sage Solon, in which they dis- 
cuss whether wealth and possessions can truly buy happiness. The most 
famous ancient account of Croesus occurred at the end of his reign, when 
he questioned the Delphic Oracle as to whether he should make war on 
the rising Persian kingdom, the oracle answered, with typical ambiguity, 
that if he attacked the Persians he would destroy a great empire. In the 
event he did move to confront the Persian King Cyrus, and, after an in- 
conclusive battle, was besieged and captured at his capital city of Sardes 
in 546 BC, thus destroying his own “great empire.” His eventual fate is 
uncertain; some accounts suggest he continued as an advisor to Cyrus 
after the Persians absorbed Lydia, but more likely he was executed. His 
revolutionary coinage was adopted, in simplified form, by the Persians, 
who retained the lion-bull motif for a few decades before replacing it with 
their own unique design.

This extremely rare gold stater type was unknown until a handful of rare 
Seleucid gold coins appeared on the market in 2003. The group contained 
two Staters of this exact type, apparently struck under emergency condi- 
tions from dies normally used for silver drachms. Unusually, the reverse 
displays no control marks or dates. A handful of other gold staters of a 
similar type are known with mintmarks associated with Antioch, and dated 
to SE 161 (152/1 BC), leading scholars to conclude the present, undated 
example was struck around the same time, as Demetrius was about to be 
defeated and killed by the usurper Alexander I Balas. Seleucid specialists 
Houghton, Lorber, and Hoover posit that the series was an emergency 
issue produced by Demetrius I in a desperate attempt to keep his soldiers 
from defecting to Balas. Furthermore, other gold denominations were 
produced in what they categorize as tristaters, two and a half staters, 
distaters, and hemistaters (SC 1629-1632). The survival rate of these 
coins, however, is exceptionally low, though they have appeared in com- 
merce over the years, only two examples of the Cornucopia type have been 
offered at auction — this specimen, previously sold in Triton VII and XIX, 
and an unblemished example sold by Heritage at the ANA on 8 August, 
2014 (lot 23042, realized $76,375 including BP).

Ptolemaic Egypt was the only Greek-ruled kingdom to strike large quanti- 
ties of enormous gold coins weighing nearly an ounce, the distant ances- 
tor of today’s double-eagle. This impressive denomination, today usually 
called an octodrachm, was worth 100 silver drachms, or one mina, a 
small fortune in ancient times. The Greco-Egyptians called the 100-mina 
piece a mnaieion (min-EYE-on). Calculating its buying power in modern 
terms is difficult, but a rough equivalent might be around $4,000. Mnaiei- 
ons were first struck under Ptolemy IT (282-246 BC), who built the famous 
Library of Alexandria and towering Pharos lighthouse. In 279 BC he mar- 
ried his sister, the beautiful and ambitious Arsinoe, in the manner of the 
old Egyptian pharaohs. The sibling marriage scandalized Greek society, 
which gave Arsinoe the nickname Philadelphus, or “brother-lover.”” The 
first mnaieions carried four royal portraits — Ptolemy II and his sister- 
wife on the obverse with the epithet adelphon (“sibling lovers”), backed 
with the portraits of his parents, Ptolemy I Soter and Berenice I, now 
identified as theon (“gods”’).

The Ptolemaic dynastys most warlike ruler, Ptolemy III Euergetes 
(246-222 BC) launched a massive invasion of the neighboring Seleucid 
Kingdom of Syria shortly after gaining the throne. Easily crushing all re- 
sistance, he even reached Babylon, where he proclaimed himself King of 
Kings. For a heady moment, Ptolemy III seemed to have gathered almost 
all of Alexander the Great's vast empire into his own hands. But instead of 
trying to step into Alexander’s shoes, he wisely imposed severe terms on 
the Seleucids, annexed Palestine and Phoenicia, and returned to a raptur- 
ous welcome in Alexandria. Ptolemy IIIs powerful portrait appears on 
gold mnaieions struck by his son, Ptolemy IV Philopator, who succeeded 
him in 221 BC. The great conqueror appears almost bloated; while likely 
an accurate portrait, his well-fed appearance is also visual shorthand for 
Egypt s bountiful abundance. Ptolemy ITI also sports an array of godly at- 
tributes, including the rayed crown of Helios, the trident of Poseidon, and 
the aegis of Zeus. The reverse depicts a cornucopia, again symbolizing 
the plenty of Egypt.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued during the 
reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIII feature a disguised portrait of Cleopa- 
tra II, who was the sister and later wife of both brothers. If such is the 
case, the K behind the head could refer to Kleopatra (on the original is- 
sues of Ptolemy II-III, from which the later issues were copied, the K was 
one of several letters used to designate obverse dies). Certainly the por- 
trait on these later issues bears little resemblance to the face of Arsinoe 
II found on the gold pieces minted closer to her lifetime. Whether or not 
these pieces do bear portraits of concurrent figures, it is a historical fact 
that the strongest of the later Ptolemaic rulers invariably were women, 
including the last of the line, Cleopatra VII.

Ramon Vishniac (1897-1990) was a renowned Russian-American photog- 
rapher, famous for documenting the lives and culture of Jews in Central 
and Eastern Europe before the Holocaust.

Aulus Hirtius served as one of Caesar’s legates in Gaul from about 54 
BC and remained loyal during the Civil War 48-45 BC. He was appointed 
as Caesar ’s mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, when he struck the first truly 
large issue of gold aurei from the spoils of Caesar’s campaigns. These 
aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic veiled female head on the obverse 
(usually identified as either Ceres or Vesta), were used to pay Caesar’s 
soldiers after the great triumphal parade. After Caesar’s assassination, 
Hirtius initially supported Mark Antony but, after taking over as Consul 
in 43 BC, he raised an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero 
and Octavian. His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, but 
Hirtius was killed in the fighting; his consular colleague Pansa died days 
later, leaving Octavian and Antony masters of Rome.

For two centuries, Rome had spurned the Hellenistic practice of placing 
the ruler’s portrait on the coinage of the realm, much as they rejected the 
concept of kingship altogether. So in January of 44 BC, many Romans 
must have been stunned to see the image of Julius Caesar, recently ap- 
pointed dictator for an unprecedented fourth time, on circulating silver 
denarii. Like a profusion of other honors and titles, the right to place his 
image on coins had been bestowed on Caesar by the Roman Senate. Cae- 
sar ’s enemies may have had an ulterior motive in approving the honor, as 
it almost certainly would fuel the growing suspicion that Caesar intended 
to name himself king of Rome. If this was the intent, it succeeded, for 
within three months a conspiracy had been formed and Caesar was duly 
assassinated at a meeting of the Senate on March 15, 44 BC. This silver 
denarius of M. Mettius is the elusive first portrait issue of Caesar, struck 
by the moneyer Marcus Mettius, an early supporter of Caesar’s who had 
carried out important military and diplomatic duties during the Gallic 
and Civil wars. The obverse legend acclaims Caesar as Dictator for the 
fourth time (QVART),; in February Caesar was acclaimed as Dictator in 
Perpetuity, so this type was issued for less than a single month, account- 
ing for its extreme rarity today. Although the regime was popular with the 
lower classes, it had many detractors; the scratches on the face and neck 
of this denarius look deliberate and may be a form of “damnatio” by one 
of Caesar ’s critics.

As Emperor, Claudius proved to be a dutiful and competent administra- 
tor, but he was undone by his atrocious taste in women. Messalina, his 
promiscuous third wife, ran wild as Empress and nearly brought down his 
regime in AD 48. His next wife, Agrippina the Younger, used her wiles to 
enhance her own power and advance Nero, her son by a previous mar- 
riage, in the succession arrangements. This done, she fed Claudius a dish 
of poisoned mushrooms in October, AD 54 and brought his 13-year reign 
to an end. Agrippina was given extraordinary prominence on the coinage 
during Claudius’ reign, as evidenced by this aureus.

Born in AD 32 to a nouveau riche family, Marcus Salvius Otho grew up 
as a pampered playboy with a taste for the finer things in life. He had a 
peculiar abhorrence for bodily hair and depilated every part of his body, 
including his head; to cover his baldness, he then wore a carefully made 
wig. Otho became one of the Emperor Nero’ high-living friends, but this 
changed abruptly when Nero took a fancy to his beautiful wife, Poppaea. 
Otho was thus packed off to govern Lusitania (modern Portugal), where 
he stewed and plotted revenge. When Nero’ regime collapsed in AD 68, 
Otho was one of Galba’ss earliest supporters and fully expected to be 
named the old mans heir apparent. Instead, Galba chose a young aristo- 
crat of better breeding, and the furious Otho began plotting his removal. 
He bribed the Praetorian Guards to murder Galba on January 15, AD 69, 
after which the Senate reluctantly confirmed Otho as emperor. But he im- 
mediately faced another rebellion, this time by Vitellius, governor of lower 
Germany, whose sizeable army marched on Italy. Otho hurried north to 
the River Po; his generals urged him to wait for reinforcements, but Otho 
was afraid of defections and ordered a premature attack. The sharp clash 
at Cremona in northern Italy went decisively against him, and he stabbed 
himself in the heart the morning of April 16 or 17, AD 69, ending a brief 
reign of about 90 days. His noble end gained him a respect that had eluded 
him in life. 


Gold aurei of Otho are rare and highly prized, being perhaps the “key” 
coin in any set of the first Twelve Caesars.

Such images 
helped consolidate Vespasian’s hold on power in the wake of the disastrous civil wars of AD 69.

Unlike the restless Hadrian, Antoninus never left Italy and was content to 
rule from Rome. Stability and equanimity were his watchwords, and his 
policies kept the Empire on an even keel for 24 years. He put no one to 
death, friend or foe. Only minor flare-ups in northern Britain and north 
Africa disturbed the general peace. The frontiers were maintained and 
defended, with his decision to build a new wall in Britain 80 miles north 
of the Hadrian’s Wall the only instance of imperial expansion. He care- 
fully groomed Marcus Aurelius as his successor, but neglected to provide 
him any military training. In fact the mild, civilian character of his reign 
may have unwittingly allowed storm clouds to gather and strengthen both 
within and beyond the frontiers. Nevertheless, later generations viewed 
Antoninus as the perfect emperor, and the tranquility of his reign took on 
the sheen of a lost golden age.

Only two years into the reign of Antoninus Pius, his popular wife Annia 
Galeria Faustina died of an unknown illness. The grief-stricken Antoninus 
secured her deification and issued an immense coinage in her name, the 
largest for any Roman woman to that point. This intriguing aureus falls 
into the posthumous series, depicting a scene from a procession marking 
her deification. An over-life size effigy of Faustina sits in a covered cart 
pulled by two elephants. Due to their long life spans, elephants were sym- 
bols of the eternal.

This reverse of this remarkably beautiful gold aureus depicts Salus, god- 
dess of healing, and invokes her help in preserving the “health of the em- 
perors.”’ Marcus Aurelius was never in the best of health and his youthful 
letters to his mentor Fronto, serendipitously preserved in a medieval pa- 
limpsest, record his frequent complaints of chills, fevers, chest colds, and 
other varying illnesses. As emperor, the stresses of office were exacerbated 
by frequent bouts of gastric and respiratory trouble. He was fortunate, 
then, to have the services of Galen, the greatest physician of his age, who 
kept him going with a variety of treatments, all carefully recorded in his 
journals. Galen was also needed as a kind of minister of public health to 
fight the terrible plague, perhaps smallpox, that swept the classical world 
after AD 163, carrying off up to half the Roman Empire's population. In 
such an age, invocations for the health of the rulers and the general popu- 
lace become increasingly common on the Roman coinage.

Though never very healthy, Marcus Aurelius reigned nearly two decades, 
much of the time enduring the rigors of combat under extreme and inclem- 
ent conditions. Upon his death on March 17, AD 180 at the remote fortress 
of Vindobona, his son Commodus became sole Augustus and requested 
the deification of his late father. The Senate complied without demure. The 
Rome mint commenced a prodigious commemorative coinage for the late 
emperor, including this attractive gold aureus, depicting the elaborate fu- 
neral pyre upon which an effigy of Marcus Aurelius was cremated. Never 
again would the Roman Empire be ruled by such a moral, dutiful and 
conscientious man. As noted by the historian Cassius Dio, “history now 
descends from a kingdom of gold to one of iron and rust.”

The reign of the “African Emperor” Septimius Severus was unique for the 
production of a remarkable series of coins depicting various members of 
the Imperial family in a variety of combinations, many of great beauty and 
exceptional iconographic interest. Among the rarest of this series is this 
beautiful aureus, which combines a a forceful obverse portrait of Severus 
with a charming group portrait on the reverse, with the adolescent broth- 
ers Caracalla and Geta flanking a fully frontal portrait of their mother, Ju- 
lia Domna. The promise of a stable imperial dynasty is implicit; however, 
the positioning of Domna between her two sons proved eerily prescient: 
Following the death of Severus in 211, the bitter sibling rivalry between 
Caracalla and Geta threatened to sunder the Empire and placed their 
mother squarely in the middle.

With the extensive research in Roman coinage undertaken in the last five 
decades, it is very unusual to come across an aureus type by a major 
ruler that is completely unrecorded, but that is the case here. It is well 
known that Diocletian and his imperial colleague Maximian took upon 
themselves the roles of Jupiter and Hercules respectively, each forming a 
dynastic “house” — the Jovian for Diocletian and Herculean for Maxim- 
ian. Although there are many types featuring Hercules during the tetrar- 
chy, particularly by Maximian and Galerius, no other recorded example 
features this combination of type and legend.

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene was a milestone in both Ro- 
man and Byzantine history, as it marked the first time a woman ruled the 
Empire in her own right. Previous empresses had effectively wielded su- 
preme power, but only by using a male figurehead as nominal ruler. An 
Athenian beauty of renowned intellect, Irene rose to prominence as the 
wife of Emperor Leo IV. When Leo died in 780, Irene ruled as regent for 
their adolescent son Constantine VI until iconoclast ministers forced her 
ouster. But when Constantine VI embarrassed the regime with a series of 
military blunders and public scandals, Irene had him ousted and blinded 
in 797, seizing sole power for herself. She won popularity with generous 
handouts and tax reductions, but the states coffers soon emptied and she 
faced a series of military disasters that further undermined her position. 
Furthermore, the accession of a female promoted the Pope in Rome to de- 
clare the imperial throne vacant and the Frankish king Charlemagne was 
duly crowned “Emperor of the Romans” in 800. He in turn sent Irene an 
offer of marriage which might have united Eastern and Western Christen- 
dom under one government and changed the course of history, but it was 
not to be: In 802 Irene was ousted in a coup led by her finance minister 
Nicephorus, who exiled her Lesbos, where she died the following year. 
Her devotion to icons led to her canonization in the Orthodox Church.

Second emperor of the Amorian dynasty, Theophilus was carefully edu- 
cated by his father Michael II and acquired a taste for scholarship. An 
admirer of Arab culture, he sent a magnificent embassy to the Caliph 
of Baghdad, which was graciously received. Nonetheless, the Arabs 
launched raids into Byzantine territory throughout the reign, one of which 
destroyed the emperor’s hometown of Amorium in 838. Theophilus sought 
to revive learning within the Empire and brought scholars to Constan- 
tinople who would later establish the university under his successor. A 
fervent iconoclast, he was the last emperor to persecute those who vener- 
ated sacred images. Nevertheless, he was a careful and judicious ruler 
whose administrative reforms strengthened the state. Upon his death in 
842, power passed to his wife Theodora as regent for his infant son Mi- 
chael III; she soon ended the persecution and effectively closed the divi- 
sive iconoclastic era.

The First Gold Coinage of Salzburg 


34112 Salzburg - Archbishopric. Pilgrim II von Puchheim (1365- 
1396) Goldgulden ND MS62 NGC, Salzburg mint, Fr-571, Probszt-46. 
+ PILGRIMVS * ARChIESCOPVS, arms within polylobe; rosettes in 
spandrels /* |S * IOhA | nn€S «Be Ps», St. John standing facing hold- 
ing scepter. A marvelous specimen of this first gold coinage of the Arch- 
bishopric of Salzburg, like so many of the earliest Goldgulden issues of 
Central Europe a loose imitation of the Florentine Florin. Extremely rare 
as a type, this example may easily be considered among the finest extant, 
near-perfectly centered on a well-rounded flan with clear rims around both 
sides. The surfaces are also remarkable, lustrous and free of distracting 
marks; the clean fields enticing the eye to sharply detailed devices, St. 
John in particular. This is a piece destined for the finest of cabinets of late- 
Medieval or Episcopal gold. 


The reign of Pilgrim II has been subject to a diversity of opinions con- 
cerning his effectiveness at governance. Beyond doubt, however, is that 
he somehow managed to keep Salzburg relatively neutral through the first 
half of the Great Western Schism of 1378-1417 (outliving both of the ini- 
tial antagonists) while increasing the territorial holdings and wealth of 


his office.

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Massive 25 Ducat Issue of Franz Anton von Harrach 


34115 Salzburg - Archbishopric. Franz Anton von Harrach gold 25 Ducat 1709 MS61 NGC, Salzburg mint, KM304, Fr-838, 
Probszt-1944. Excessively rare, this piece represents the largest non-medallic gold issue of Salzburg in the 18th Century. This and 
similar pieces of lesser weight were struck as gifts given on the occasion of the installation of Franz Anton as Archbishop. As would 
be expected of an emission of this value, the strike has been meticulously applied, with incredible details to be found throughout the 
engraving, particularly on the vestments of SS. Rupert and Virgil and the miniature of the Salzburg Cathedral. Scattered handling 
is noted throughout the fields, commensurate with the grade, but is nicely counterbalanced by flashes of reflective brilliance from 
protected areas in the design. Beautifully preserved, this is an offering destined for the finest of cabinets. 


Franz Anton von Harrach was Bishop of Vienna from 1702 until his resignation in 1706 after having been selected by Archbishop 
Johann Ernst von Thun und Hohenstein as his coadjutor in 1705. He succeeded to the office of Archbishop of Salzburg upon the 
death of Johann Ernst on 20 April 1709 and was installed on May 27th, likely the time around which the above piece would have 
been gifted. His reign is considered one of the golden ages of Salzburg, where much investment was made in architecture and the 
arts, particularly in the burgeoning Rococo Style.

6400 Reis (or Pega) from Bahia (B) from this period are extremely rare

For decades, there has been speculation about the existence of a 1733-B 
6400 Reis. Mostly because minting of the 4th type shield variety took 
place every year from 1732 to 1750. We had not, until now, confirmed the 
existence of this date, as such, this is quite a historic moment and unusual 
occurrence where a previously unknown date is confirmed for the most 
significant issue, perhaps of 18th century numismatics, the Portuguese 
Peca, or Joe.

In July of 1808, the Boulton & Watt company received a letter from 
one Manuel Antonio de Paiva requesting an estimated cost to “deliver a coin mint to the ‘Brazils’ and to provide technical support 
from British operators”, including the means to “overstrike coins similarly to what had been done in Great Britain for the Spanish 
Colonial 8 Reales.” As a result, and undoubtedly to provide a sample of the coins to be produced, a series of sample patterns dated 


1809 were minted in various metals. All are rare and highly sought after, with only a handful of silver pieces known in any grade, 
and the copper pieces conditionally very rare in higher preservations.

Produced on a large 
copper flan that easily holds all the dies’ details, with glossy brown sheen 
in the struck fields and blended tone around the edges that adds a touch 
of character. Sharper than essentially all examples struck for circulation, 
with Pedro’s military bust in particular being exquisitely detailed. Close 
inspection determines that a different set of dies produced this piece, with 
small differences in the detail on both sides, and the placement of the 
leaf closest to the N in VINCES on the reverse being a clear indicator. 
Cataloged in Livro Das Moedas Do Brasil as “RRR” and including the 
example plated in that book, only the second example that we are aware 
of. As such, an item that is almost certainly destined for a Brazilian cabinet 
of exceptional refinement.

Weakly struck on the reverse, as are all of the few remain- 
ing examples of this type. The obverse portrait is complete, with only 
normal wear, while the reverse legend is weak in the center. This is the 
only example of the type certified by PCGS. Extremely rare. Ex. John 
Temple Collection. 


There was some error in the identification of the obverse portrait of this 
elusive token, but McLachlan identified it as Louis-Joseph Papineau, a 
Montrel Lawayer, politician, and the leader of the reformist Patriote 
movement before the Lower Canada Rebellion of 1837-38. His arrest was 
ordered by governor Lord Gosworth and he fled to New York City. He 
remained in exile until returning in 1845. It is not definite that the portrait 
on the token is Papineau, but it greatly resembles him and it seems reason- 
able that it could be his portrait.

Sometime around 1835, a rather corrupt, and thirsty, blacksmith in Mon- 
treal began to produce 1/2 Pennies to pay for his alcohol consumption. 
Instead of producing quality copies of the tokens, he left them in an unfin- 
ished state so that they would appear as very worn tokens. He then dark- 
ened his copies to give an appearance of a worn, aged token. His one error 
was to cut his dies as he saw on the tokens he copied, so that when his 
pieces were struck the images were reversed. There was a token shortage 
in Lower Canada, therefore his tokens passed readily among merchants, 
and we suspect he slowly drank himself into a state of stupor.

The only record we can find of this type being 
offered is in Baldwin’s sale 72, on October 4, 2011, Lot 261, where a F/VF example brought 5600 British Pounds hammer. The 
description in the Baldwin’s catalog stated, “The cataloguer has been unable to find any record of this token selling but it is thought 
to be the second of only two known.” (Total: 2 coins)

significant flaws are noted and the fields display considerable reflectivity. This is the rare original copper pattern submitted by the 
Soho mint to Upper Canada and Lieutenant Governor Simcoe in 1794. The original pattern was never approved and no coins were 
minted in 1794 other than the rejected patterns. The “Restrikes” were produced by J.R. Thomas, a dealer in coins and medals, from 
London, England. Thomas advertised that he had acquired the original dies and claimed that he had struck 12 pieces in silver and 50 
pieces in bronze from the dies. As it has turned out, the “Restrikes” were struck in gold, silver, copper, brass, aluminum, and white 
metal. His advertisements about the “Restrikes” caused quite an uproar in London, and in Canada, with some merely upset by the 
restriking from the original dies and others calling Thomas a complete fraud. When comparing the original 1794 issues with the 1894 
issues, it was found that there was a difference in the reverse of two issues, The original 1794 reverse inscription has round O’s and 
R’s with straight ends, while the 1894 issues have oval O’s and R’s with curved ends. The originals are struck in coin rotation, withe 
the restrikes are struck in medal rotation. All are extremely rare, original or “Restrike.”

The rim filing 
is not visible in the holder and there is much residual luster. A very rare 
multiple Ducat issue struck in the midst of the Thirty Years’ War in the 
year after the accession of Ferdinand III, a full decade before part of the 
peace negotiations would take place in this city.

Once in hand, this near-Gem 
further delights the eye with glowing luster that easily meanders the fields, 
and other than a few minor strike-throughs, open expanses that have been 
well-protected from the effects of handling. As such, it is not surprising 
that this offering is presently the highest-certified example of the type, and 
thus belongs in a cabinet of similarly-prized gold specimens.

While other su- 
perb gem examples of the type have survived, subtle golden-orange tone 
that meanders about the present specimen really sets it apart, giving it 
an often-craved distinctive appearance. Quite likely the finest example to 
ever appear in an American auction, and as a result, an absolute certainty 
to garner droves of attention from the domestic collector of German rari- 
ties as well as those abroad.

34206 Charles II gold 5 Guineas 1684 MS61 PCGS, KM444.1, 
S-3331. Though this type is available if one is patient, as they do come up 
about once or twice per year, that fact gets thrown out the window if one 
pays attention to grade. Never before has an example graded Mint State 
been offered publicly. Indeed, there is only one other Mint State 1684 5 
guineas that has been graded by either NGC or PCGS (an NGC MS61). 
Even when considering raw examples, it is hard to find any sort of com- 
parable that has crossed the block in at least a decade. To the best of our 
knowledge, the world record for highest price realized for a 1684 5 guinea 
was a “Good Very Fine” example sold by Dix-Noonan-Webb in March, 
2016 that hammered for 10,000 GBP (about US$14,514 at the time). Ob- 
viously, that result isn’t even worth mentioning when compared to the 
present piece. With bright, lustrous surfaces, a strong strike, and minimal 
haymarking, the eye appeal of this coin is without question. Whoever ends 
up with this piece when the hammer falls will surely be a happy (and 
lucky!) collector.

A bold portrait, with lustrous surfaces and well-defined legends, this coin 
is a beauty to behold in hand, especially considering the light read toning 
that highlights the devices. It really is a mystery how it survived in such 
condition for the past three centuries. There is light haymarking in the ob- 
verse fields, as is typical of this issue, but actually relatively less than one 
normally sees. This is very likely a once-in-a-generation opportunity, as 
the last time any sort of Mint State graded 1700 5 guinea was sold publicly 
was in 2009, when an NGC MS62 crossed the block.

A bright example of this beautifully engraved type, 
well-struck and decidedly scarce in this presentation. Minuscule contact 
marks blend with a peppering of annealing flaws in the surface texture, 
with light die-polish rounding out the fields and giving shape to the lus- 
ter while contrasting with bright reflectivity in recessed areas amongst 
the devices. 


This piece was minted in the same year as the passage of the Act of Suc- 
cession, which ensured that if William’ successor, Anne, died without 
living issue, the throne would pass on to Sophia of Hanover, or her Prot- 
estant descendants. This was intended to bypass the Catholic descendants 
of James I and would result in the ascension of the House of Hanover to 
the throne of Great Britain in the person of George I and his descendants.

34214 Anne gold 5 Guineas 1706 MS61 NGC, Royal mint, KM520.2, 
Fr-317, S-3560. Pre-Union reverse, QVINTO edge. A truly exceptional 
specimen of this type, lustrous with semi-reflective fields tempered by 
gorgeous reddish tone and faint handling, commensurate with the certi- 
fied grade. The details of the beautifully engraved dies are fully realized 
by a meticulous strike, the highest points of which exhibit similar marks 
to those in the fields, the most obvious across Anne’s cheek, and cabinet 
friction too light to be considered circulation wear in any real sense. Won- 
derfully original and truly rare in this exceptional state of preservation. 


The Acts of Union were separate acts of of the English and Scottish Par- 
liaments passed in 1706 and 1707, based on the Treaty of Union which 
was finalized on 22 May, 1706, after which the arrangements of the arms 
on the reverse of coins of Anne were modified to reflect the union of Eng- 
land and Scotland into Great Britain.

34216 George I gold 5 Guineas 1726 XF45 PCGS, Royal mint, 
KMS547, S-3626. Some even wear throughout, but without any singular 
marks that distract the eye. Overall, it is quite more appealing than the rel- 
atively modest technical grade would suggest, with pleasant russet toning 
along the peripheries. This is a type that we have not offered an example 
of in over two years, and in the interim the market for British gold crowns 
in all grades has gone up quite a bit. Worthy of serious consideration for 
the collector who wants an appealing circulated example of this type. 
Reserve: $27,000 
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KM584.2, S-3696. An all-around stunning piece, with no piece of com- 
parable quality having been sold in recent memory. The closest example 
we could find was an NGC PR66 which sold in our January, 2016 sale for 
$9,000 hammer. Though technically its equal in terms of pure numerical 
grade, the piece on offer now has much greater eye appeal. Though that 
can often be dismissed as merely a subjective opinion, the fact that NGC 
saw fit to award this coin with its coveted, and elusive, star designation 
makes it nearly an indisputable fact. But putting the holder aside, one 
needs to only look at this coin in hand to see why it is among the finest, 
if not the single finest, known example of the type. Blazing blue, green, 
and purple iridescence with old cabinet toning and nearly perfect surfaces 
makes this a true connoisseur’s coin.

Though there is no denying that this piece has 
its technical superiors, it rivals the best of them in terms of pure eye ap- 
peal. Dark gray toning highlights the devices and legends, giving the coin 
that certain “pop” that is so hard to find.

Crown of George II 
One of 100 Struck 


34219 George II Proof Crown 1746 PR65 NGC, KM585.2, S-3690. 
A beautiful example of this proof-only issue, and tied with five others for 
the finest graded at NGC. A very well-struck issue, this coin has mostly 
gray toning with subtle flashes of blue and purple that appear when held 
in the right light. For the grade-conscious collector of British crowns, it 
doesn’t get much better than this!

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A Rarely Offered Date 


34220 George II gold 5 Guineas 1738 AU58 NGC, Royal mint, 
KM571.1, S-3663A. DVODECIMO edge. A rare date of this popular 
“young head” 5 guineas type of George II that seems to only appear at 
public auction only once or twice per year. This coin has some light, even, 
rub that prevents it from achieving Mint State status, but its eye appeal 
more than makes up for that fact. It has lovely reddish toning through- 
out that serves as a way to highlight the legends and devices. Indeed, we 
would not be surprised if a savvy collector might prefer this coin to one 
with a technically higher numerical grade because of its eye appeal.

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Exquisitely Detailed 


34221 George II gold 5 Guineas 1748 MS62 NGC, Royal mint, 
KM586.2, S-3666. A stunning piece in hand, we feel that if it weren’t for 
a couple of digs in the obverse left field, this piece would have absolutely 
no problem achieving a higher numerical grade. Aside from that, however, 
this piece certainly ranks among the finest known. The portrait 1s excep- 
tionally bold, perhaps bolstered in attractiveness by the highly lustrous 
fields, giving George II that extra “pop” needed to take the appeal to the 
next level. As good as Heritage’s photography may be, we feel that noth- 
ing can do this coin justice like holding it in hand and viewing it with the 
naked eye. It really is an exceptional piece and 1s quite a bit nicer than the 
MS62 grade would suggest.

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34222 George II gold 5 Guineas 1753 AU55 NGC, Royal mint, 
KM586.2, S-3666. An attractive, lightly circulated example of this im- 
mensely sought large gold denomination. Rather wholesome for the 
grade, the surfaces display much of the evidence of circulation that one 
might expect for a coin of this period, yet essentially no marks of focal 
prominence are encountered; a real rarity for issues of this size struck in 
such a soft metal. Along the outer legends, both original gleam from the 
protected surfaces, as well as a touch of rose-gold tone catch the eye. A 
full strike completes the appeal. All told, a coin that is fully deserving of 
prominent cabinet placement. 

Starting Bid: $6,500 
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34223 George III gold Sovereign 1818 MS62 NGC, Royal mint, 
KM674, S-3785. Legend type A. A very rare date in the sovereign series, 
and for the completionist collector, an exciting opportunity. There are four 
types of 1818 sovereigns, with the varieties dependent on the punctuation 
of the legend and curls in the hair of George III. There have been a number 
of examples of 3785A on the market in recent years, but very few exam- 
ples of the 3785 variety. When the 3785 variety does appear on the market, 
they tend to be circulated examples. In fact, our research indicates that no 
uncirculated example of (graded or raw) has appeared on the public mar- 
ket since the Bentley Collection example in May, 2012. That piece, graded 
“Good Extremely Fine” by Baldwin’s (with a few nicks noted) sold for 
6,400 GBP hammer, or $10,341 at the time. The piece on offer here is 
generally problem-free, with minimal hairlines and marks, suggesting to 
us that it may in fact be in better condition than the Bentley example. The 
sovereign specialist should not let this opportunity pass by easily!

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34224 George IV Proof Crown 1821 PR63 PCGS, Royal mint, 
KM680.2, S-3805, ESC-2317 (R3). TERTIO edge. Beautiful gunmetal 
gray toning with flashes of blue iridescent luster. The proof 1821 “TER- 
TIO” edge crowns are substantially rarer than their “SECUNDO” edge 
counterparts. Between NGC and PCGS, a total of 23 proof SECUNDO 
edge crowns have been graded. This stands in stark contrast to the mere 
9 TERTIO edge crowns graded by the two services. This would seem to 
suggest that the population ratio between the two is about 2.5 : 1. Auc- 
tion records support this claim, if not suggest an even greater ratio- the 
last time an 1821 TERTIO edge crown appeared in a sale was back in 
September 2013, where a cleaned example sold for 2,900 GBP hammer. 
In that same time period of over three years, more than a half dozen of the 
1821 SECUNDO edge crowns have appeared. With all that in mind, this 
opportunity to acquire such a surprisingly rare British crown should not be 
taken lightly!

In the interven- 
ing three years, the market for British proof gold has only climbed even 
higher, and so that mark, which still stands as a world record for the type, 
could easily be surpassed with this current lot.

Though there are a total of six coins 
graded by PCGS at the PR64 level, only two of them were awarded the 
very desirable “Deep Cameo” designation. A few very light hairlines are 
noted in mostly the obverse fields, but they are only visible under magni- 
fication ,and even then are mostly obscured by the blazing luster of this 
piece. An overall impressive coin, this is an opportunity not to be missed, 
as this is without a doubt one of the finest examples of this type to appear 
on the public market in recent memory.

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34228 George IV gold Proof 1/2 Sovereign 1826 PR65 Deep Cam- 
eo PCGS, Royal mint, KM700, S-3804A. With extra tuft of hair to left of 
ear. A difficult variety to distinguish, many recent auction records mis- 
identify this variety as the regular S-3804 issue. This is a beautiful coin, 
fully deserving of the Gem Mint State status assigned to it by PCGS. 
Not only does it possess a very stark cameo effect, with deeply frosted 
devices and highly mirrored fields, but it has lovely light red toning that 
is not often encountered on proofs coins. Highly original, this is surely 
one of the prettier PR65 Deep Cameos that one could come across (which 
is certainly saying something!).

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34229 George IV gold Proof Sovereign 1821 PR62 Cameo PCGS, 
Royal mint, KM682, S-3800, WR-231 RE. A lovely piece, and a rather 
difficult type to acquire in proof. Based on our research, this is a type 
that shows up for auction only once or twice per year- one was sold in 
September 2016 in PR64 Ultra Cameo for 12,500 GBP hammer, with the 
one previous to that being a PR61 Cameo example that sold in our August, 
2015 auction for $8,500 hammer. Some hairlines are noted in the fields, 
possibly the result of cabinet friction, but otherwise quite a lovely piece, 
particulary when viewed with just the naked eye.

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34230 George IV gold Sovereign 1823 AU58 NGC, Royal mint, 
KM682, S-3800. Without a doubt the key date in this series, with a mint- 
age of 617,000 (remarkably low for a supposedly mass-produced circula- 
tion issue). A couple of digs on the neck of George, and scattered hairlines, 
but they appear more inconsequential than they sound, as the eye is dis- 
tracted by the lovely reddish toning throughout. As this date, in any condi- 
tion, appears at auction only two or three times a year, any opportunity to 
acquire an example should be taken seriously.

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34231 George IV gold Proof Sovereign 1826 PR65 Deep Cameo 
PCGS, Royal mint, KM696, S-3801. A stunning example of this difficult 
type. Among the finest examples of this type seen by PCGS, and the single 
highest-graded specimen to receive the coveted Deep Cameo designation. 
The last time a PR65 example crossed the auction block was in a Stack’s- 
Bowers sale in August, 2013, when an NGC PR65 Cameo hammered at 
$9,000. Not only does this coin go a step beyond that one by receiving the 
“Deep Cameo” notation, meaning that its devices are even more frosted 
and fields even more mirrored, but the market has gone up considerably 
in the last three and a half years. Some light die polish lines are noted in 
the fields which should not be mistaken for hairlines, as the few marks 
on the surfaces are only really visible under magnification. An all-around 
gorgeous piece. 

Starting Bid: $8,000 
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34232 George IV gold Proof 2 Pounds 1826 PR64 Deep Cameo 
PCGS, Royal mint, KM701, S-3799. Among the highest-graded exam- 
ples of this type to be sold publicly in recent years. In fact, while we 
have sold a couple of PR64’s in that last few years, they were all graded 
PR64 Cameo. The coin on offer here, on the other hand, is graded “PR64 
Deep Cameo”, emphasizing the fact that it’s eye appeal almost certainly 
surpasses that of those other examples. Strongly frosted devices with 
deeply mirrored fields really show off the appeal of this piece; indeed, it 
is tied with just two others at the PR64 Deep Cameo level for the finest 
seen by PCGS.

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34233 George IV gold Proof 2 Pounds 1826 PR62 Cameo PCGS, 
Royal mint, KM701, S-3799, WR-228. With a mintage of only 400 piec- 
es, one does not encounter this type too often. Mirrored surfaces and 
delicately frosted devices, this is a very attractive piece. In the interest 
of completeness, though, we do note a small planchet disturbance on the 
obverse just above the 6 in the date; other than that, though, the surfaces 
are problem free aside from the few light hairlines that one would expect 
of a PR62.

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34234 William IV gold Proof Sovereign 1831 PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS, K M717, S-3829, WR-261. A scarce type that does 
appear at auction a couple of times a year, and so is available if one is willing to pay the premium that it commands. An example 
that emphasizes its originality, there is light red toning and the sort of look that one expects of a coin that was carefully kept in a 
coin cabinet for over a century. For the sake of completeness, one does notice some light hairlines in the fields, but they are only 
visible under magnification; when viewed normally, the eye is distracted by the flashy surfaces that stand in stark contrast to the 
frosted devices.

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Deeply Contrasted Near-Gem Proof 


34235 William IV gold Proof 2 Pounds 1831 PR64 Deep Cameo 
PCGS, Royal mint, KM718, S-3828, WR-258. A most desirable coin, 
particularly in such an elite state of preservation. The market for this type 
has gone up quite significantly recently- in April 2013, we sold an NGC 
PR62 Ultra Cameo example for $11,000 hammer. Just a little more than 
a year later, in August 2014, we sold an NGC PR62 for $20,000 hammer. 
For coins in the slightly higher grade category, in January 2014 we sold an 
NGC PR65 Ultra Cameo for $35,000 hammer. However, in October 2015, 
Classical Numismatic Group sold an NGC PR64+ Ultra Cameo- a slightly 
lower grade- for a whopping $55,000 hammer. These few auction results 
suggest that the market for this type has been on a pretty even upwards 
trajectory. As it has been over a year since a graded example of this type 
has been on the open market, it will be very interesting to see where this 
one ends up. This piece certainly has the eye appeal to potentially achieve 
a new level for this type. Deeply frosted devices with highly mirrored 
and reflective fields give this coin a very powerful look, especially when 
viewed in hand by the naked eye.

Brown PCGS, Peck-1993. Obv. Diademed head left. Rev. Una standing 
left, holding scepter and orb; behind, English lion standing left. The famed 
‘Una and the Lion’ design from the rare five Pounds piece is represented 
here in smaller form, but the same degree of beauty. A pattern piece never 
adopted for circulation, this particular type is listed by Peck as “extremely 
rare,” and offers tremendous eye-appeal to the viewer. Extremely lustrous 
fields and sharply struck devices exhibit a rich reddish-brown hue, while 
augmented by hints of cobalt and burgundy. A type almost never seen at 
market, this example presents an important opportunity to the advanced 
collector of British coppers.

Reserve: $9,000 
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34237 Victoria Proof 1/2 Crown 1881 PR64+ PCGS, Royal mint, 
KM756, S-3889. Beautiful multi-hued toning, with blue, orange, red, and 
every color in between. While the eye appeal of this piece is quite dra- 
matic, the technical quality is equally impressive. Indeed, this is the single 
highest-graded piece that PCGS has ever seen, with only one graded high- 
er at NGC (a PR65). To the best of our knowledge, one graded this high 
has never been offered publicly before. Though we have sold a couple of 
PR64’s, at this elite level of preservation every small detail, such as the 
“plus” that this coin has, can make a huge difference in the final price real- 
ized, as most experienced collectors and dealers will attest. We would not 
be surprised at all to see this coin surpass the record set by a PCGS PR64 
of this type that we sold in January, 2015 for $15,000 hammer.

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34238 Victoria Crown 1845 MS63+ NGC, Royal mint, KM741, 
S-3882. A few nicks and hairlines noted under magnification, but these are 
mostly obscured by the deep gray and blue toning throughout the surfaces. 
A very eye appealing piece, this piece is extremely nice for being only an 
MS63 (which NGC seems to agree with, having given this coin a plus 
designation, denoting that it is on the cusp of reaching the next numerical 
level). Worthy of a premium bid.

34239 Victoria gold Proof 1/2 Sovereign 1853 PR64 Cameo PCGS, 
Royal mint, KM735.1, S-3859, WR-346. Small date. According to our 
research, an example of this type graded this high has not appeared on 
the market since the Terner specimen was sold in May, 2003. That piece, 
graded PCGS PR64 Deep Cameo, hammered at $6,125- a strong price at 
the time, but a steal by today’s standards! In the intervening 14 years, the 
market for British proof gold has gone up tremendously; in some cases, 
doubling, tripling, or even more. For the grade conscious collector, this 
should be an exciting opportunity to acquire a piece that is very rare proof 
date, and even rarer still in such quality.

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34240 ~=Victoria gold “827 on Bust” Sovereign 1863 VF35 NGC, Royal mint, S-3852F. Die number 827 on truncation. Perhaps 
the most challenging of the Victoria British Sovereign series to procure, this rarity 1s currently known only by a handful of examples, 
most well-circulated as is the present offering. This piece is of the first type without die number 22 stamped into the reverse, and was 
not a known variety until 1954. Very rare and a key for any comprehensive Sovereign collection.

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A Remarkable, Matchless 
“Gothic” Florin Error 


34241 Victoria Error - Capped Die - “Gothic” Florin 1872 MS62 
NGC, Royal mint, KM746.2, S-3893. Obverse Die Cap. A jaw-dropping 
mint error, among the most dramatic we have seen on any world coin, 
and incredibly fortuitous that it happens to feature one of the world’s 
most coveted designs, the Gothic-styled Victorian florin. The result of 
a flan curling around the obverse die and “capping” it, this impressive 
error exhibits a sharp rendering of Victoria at the bottom of a 5mm 
metallic basin, the edges curled up to display the reverse legends when 
viewed from the outside; they read: ONE FLORIN / ONE TENTH OF 
A POUND. On the outside of the cap, opposite Victoria’s portrait, is a 
ghosting of the reverse centers, left only partially visible after the cap 
received multiple blows from a blank planchet. 


For obvious reasons, errors of this magnitude are extreme rarities; for 
their manufacturing to happen at all requires more than a little luck, but 
to make it out of the mint and avoid later destruction is nothing short of 
miraculous. The present coin is just that - a miracle. Moderate gray toned 
throughout with a touch of golden tone deep in the cap. Lightly handed 
int the semi-reflective fields surround Victoria, but its presence is by no 
means egregious. Several marks, likely from the ejection of the die cap are 
noted on the high edges, but they too a trivial. Absolutely a masterpiece 
error (an oxymoron, but true). Worthy of the finest cabinet of errors. 
Reserve: $10,000 
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34242 Victoria Proof “Gothic” Crown 1847 PR63 NGC, Royal 
mint, KM744, S-3883. Perhaps the most iconic crown ever produced, this 
piece screams originality, with dappled gray toning and iridescent blue 
highlights, and a particularly attractive reverse. Overall a charming coin, 
and nearly a “necessity” for any British or world crown collection to be 
considered complete.

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34243 Victoria gold Proof 1/2 Sovereign 1887 PR66 Ultra Cameo 
NGC, KM766, S-3869. Though not a particularly rare type, we have not 
offered one in such high condition in over two years. That last piece (sold 
in August, 2014) was also graded by NGC as PR66 Ultra Cameo, ham- 
mered at $5,250. In just the last two years, though, the market for Brit- 
ish proof gold has gone up considerably; the piece on offer here has the 
illustrious Murdoch pedigree to boot, giving it even more appeal. With 
flawless surfaces and a fantastic cameo effect, this is an all-around great 
coin that we suspect will end up in a true connoisseur’s collection.

Few examples have reached the Gem 
plateau at either grading service, and only one specimen has surpassed 
this lofty classification (MS67 at NGC). As such, a fantastic jewel with 
commanding allure, simply beautiful in its presentation, and frequently 
encountered so exquisite.

Among the finest circulation-strike survivors of this 
imposing “Jubilee Head” 5 pounds extant, with gleaming semi-reflective 
luster throughout the fields and faithfully translated detail from the me- 
ticulously engraved die on Victoria and the “St. George and the Dragon” 
motifs. Light tone is observed on both sides, with instances of delicate 
orange-gold patina sporadically touching the obverse, while several cop- 
pery blushes, most noticeably near the dragon’s claws, are seen on the 
back. A tiny tick behind Victoria’s neck perhaps prevented an even finer 
grade, as no other instances of contact are observed. As it is, tied with two 
others for the finest graded at PCGS, and as a result, a certainty to catch 
the eye of the quality-conscious collector.

The set comes with two tags, suggesting that at least two of the 
coins were purchased from Baldwin’s in 1944, with the original purchaser paying £47.10 for the 5 pounds.

PCGS, Delhi mint, Fr-426, JNSI [X (1947) p. 116 (pl. VII, Al), GG- 
D210. This unique specimen of Rukn al-Din Ibrahim was first published 
in the Journal of the Numismatic Society of India by Major P.S. Tarapore 
in December of 1947. The Coinage and Metrology of the Sultans of Del- 
hi by Henry Nelson Wright, published in 1936, notes that at the time 
there were no known gold Tankas and only two known of silver. While 
a few other silver Tankas have been discovered, this remains the only 
known gold Tanka of this Sultan. It was published for a second time in 
The Coins of the Indian Sultanates by Stan Goron and J.P. Goenka in 
2001, using the plate image from the 1947 journal. The strike is well- 
centered on a typically smallish flan, with appealing surfaces bearing 
residual luster and few marks of significance beyond a couple of test 
punches. The pair of test-punch marks, one at 2 o’clock on the obverse 
and the other centered on the reverse, validate the coin’s time in circula- 
tion while serving diagnostically to match this specimen to the plates 
from the JNSI and the Goron & Goenka catalog. 


The exact dates of rule for Rukn al-Din Ibrahim Shah are unclear, espe- 
cially as he ruled for such a short period of time. We know that he as- 
cended the throne in Delhi following the murder of his father, Jalal al-Din 
Firuz, the first of the Khalji Sultans, who had seized power after depos- 
ing three-year-old Shams al-Din Kayumarth, the last of the Slave Kings. 
Firuz’s murder was orchestrated in early AH 695 by his nephew, Ala al- 
Din Muhammad who deposed Rukn al-Din Ibrahim later that same year. 
It is certain that Firuz and Muhammad were actively minting coins in the 
first and last months of AH 695, respectively, likely leaving Ibrahim no 
more than three to eight months in which to produce his coinage.

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34341 Custom Box and “Replacement” Coins from Meiji 13 (1880) 
Proof Set, While the previous 11 lots represent what is likely the most 
complete assemblage of the Meiji 13 proof set to be offered publicly, it 
was not entirely complete, with three denominations, the Rin, the Sen and 
the gold Yen, having been separated from the original set at one time. In 
their place, this set included those denominations, in standard circulation 
strike form, for completion. They are as follows: 


1) Mesi 16 (1883) Rin - MS63 Brown NGC 
2) Meiji 31 (1898) Sen - MS64 Brown NGC 
3) Meiji 4 (1871) “High Dot” Yen - MS63 NGC 


Together with the 11 proofs, these coins were stored in a custom Japanned 
wooden presentation case that dates to the early 20th century. Inside, the 
box is lined with vibrant green fabric, the base of which has a sunken holes 
to fit each coin.

Although we know this set has resided with the same family for approxi- 
mately 50 years, the whereabouts immediately prior are unknown.

While the reason that is amazing set was gifted re- 
mains unknown (as well as the true identity of Arnold Kohn, since the 
Kohn surname is not uncommon), we could certainly speculate that this 
was received on Arnold’s birth, for his wedding or perhaps even as a Bar 
Mitzvah gift.

If one accepts this sequence, then it must be concluded that the Gordon 
variety “I” “G” stamps were applied much later than 1798. The alternative 
longer sequence would instead be: 


- Regulated in Grenada in 1798 (Proclamation of 31 July 1798) at the 
11.66 weight standard to pass as 66 Shillings, presumably with a low-gold 
plug. The three “G” stamps applied near the edge are Gordon variety “T’. 


- Regulated in Guadeloupe in 1803 (Arrete of 22 April 1803) by 
removing the plug applied in Grenada in 1798 to pass by weight. 


- Regulated in Martinique in 1805 (Arrete of 26 september 1805) 
with the 20 over eagle counterstamp (Gordon variety B) to pass by weight. 


- Brought back to the 11.66 gram standard by goldsmith “G.S” 
(identity unknown to the cataloguer) whose initials were stamped over the 
new center plug. 


If one accepts the longer sequence, one also must accept that the coin was 
indeed plugged when regulated in Grenada in 1798 (with a different plug 
from the current one) since it’s unplugged weight would have been below 
the minimal accepted weight of 11.66 grams. Since the coin was plugged 
in 1798 (and that plug is not the current one, since the latter is struck over 
the Martinique stamp made in 1805), the original plug must have been 
removed between 1798 and 1805, an operation which was performed and 
legally authorized in Guadeloupe in 1803, as noted. 


This quite interesting partial numismatic enigma might be solved by 
identifying goldsmith “G. S”! In any event, a unique multiple stamp 
coin, quite attractive despite the noted small blemishes and certain to 
draw significant attention from the specialists of this fascinating and rare 
regulated gold series.

A superb example of this 
very early “Royal” issue of Philip IV, the surfaces maintaining wonderful 
originality, with shades of blended silver and antique-gold over both sides, 
and meticulous definition, evenly placed, from the centers to the edges. 
Very light highpoint wear, and a neat hole that has been placed through 
the crown at 12 o’clock, defines the grade. Revalidated as legal tender in 
Guatemala exactly 200 years after its initial manufacture, with a blunt 
stamp over a portion of the upper left castle one the reverse. 


The presence of this stamp brings to light a very interesting numismatic 
mystery that we’ve discussed in the past, but feel it is appropriate to rein- 
troduce. That question, simply put, is “why do they exist?”’. While “Royal” 
coinage is often considered the coins that were made for the king, and we 
know were owned by royalty, the reason for their existence clearly served 
a broader purpose. As relatively few examples show extensive circulation, 
we can reasonably assume they weren’t exchanged “regularly”, possibly 
only leaving a family when a “high society” wedding or birth occurred. 
This sort of exchange would explain how these could become heirlooms 
that passed for generations. Extending this hypothesis, in 1839, perhaps at

As a “Royal” strike 
of the date, very rarely encountered, with a somewhat crudely engraved 
design (compare to the 1717-dated example of Philip V in the next lot), 
but bold placement on a broad, nicely rounded flan. A neatly placed hole 
has been made near 7 o’clock on the obverse, but it’s overall detriment 
is near inconsequential. More vital to the eye-appeal is the exceptional 
patina that adorns both sides, with lime-green, blue and mauve that ring 
the outer edges and mostly gold and silver color in the centers. The further 
addition of a conjoined “TP” with beaded border monogram (confused by 
NGC for the “R” monogram of El Salvador which is somewhat similar 
in appearance) stamped on the reverse, adds the aforementioned mystery. 
Combined, these elements are assuredly unique, and push desirability of 
this piece to extreme heights.

On the “TP” Monogram: 


Often thought to be a modern forgery of the “PATRIA” monogram coun- 
termark issued in Argentina, the “TP” monogram punch is undoubtedly a 
genuine item for the period, as proven by the several hosts found for the 
issue, including lot 1691 in the Gibbs collection (H. Schulman 3/1966), a 
Central American Republic 2 Reales 1831 T-F previously (or after?) coun- 
termarked with the Los Altos ND (1838) stamp. What remains uncertain 
is its true origin, and whether it was an official country application (pres- 
ently unmatched to a decree) or placed by a privateer goldsmith. With 
further research, hopefully this mystery will one day be solved.

Handsome for the designation, with little actual high-point wear and high- 
ly lustrous surfaces free of any distracting contact marks. A presumably 
unique and previously unpublished specimen, missing in all published 
references and collections reviewed by the cataloguer. A valid parallel 
can be established between this piece and the Eliasberg Ferdinand VI 4 
Escudos 1755 NR-S AU53 NGC discovery piece (ANR 4/2005, lot 1452 
for $103,500) of the same denomination and general type: both specimens 
are in comparable grade and both are previously unpublished dates of a 
previously known type. While the Eliasberg coin can be perhaps consid- 
ered more important in view of it being among the first milled issues of 
that mint, the present coin belongs to a more popular series. Value on a 
unique and previously unpublished piece is always difficult to estimate, 
yet suffice it to say that the cataloguer considers it the most relevant ad- 
dition to the corpus of Mexican milled Colonial gold coins that has been 
made in recent years.

In doing so, he wisely opted for simplic- 
ity, illustrating only the the “ZAR” monogram, the date and the denomina- 
tion, and in doing so, created one of crudest and yet most charming types 
of the 20th century as can be expected of a type conceived from war, the 
majority of survivors for this issue were not lovingly cared for. Much like 
their Burgers pond predecessor, many found their way into jewelry; be- 
ing inside soldier’s pockets, they certainly weren’t immediately funneled 
into collector cabinets. For that reason, exceptional survivors are rare. The 
present coin, among the finest we have seen, certainly qualifies as condi- 
tionally very rare. Its surfaces gleam with superb originality, and the strike 
is amazing, with every crude stroke of the hand-cut die sharply visible.

4, Any person participating or registering for the Auction agrees to be bound by and accepts these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”). 

5. All Bidders must meet Auctioneer’s qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a client in good 
standing of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneer’s sole option and will not be awarded 
lots. Such determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any time 
prior to, during, or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude any 
person from the auction. 

6. Ifan entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to personally 
guarantee payment for any successful bid. 


Credit: 

7. In order to place bids, Bidders who have not established credit with the Auctioneer must either 
furnish satisfactory credit information (including two collectibles-related business references) or 
supply valid credit card information along with a social security number, well in advance of the 
Auction. Bids placed through our Interactive Internet program will only be accepted from pre- 
registered Bidders. Bidders who are not members of HA.com or affiliates should preregister at least 
48 hours before the start of the first session (exclusive of holidays or weekends) to allow adequate 
time to contact references.

Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in 
bidding, so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are 
submitted, preference is given to the first received.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 


Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE

Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall 
to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion.

Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer's premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids.

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 


Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn ona U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients 
with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or 
corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior to 
releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional information.) Payments can be made 
24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of 
the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder 
from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any 
other damages pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may 
charge a twenty (20%) fee based on the amount of the purchase. In either case the Auctioneer may 
offset amount of its claim against any monies owing to the Bidder or secure its claim against any of 
the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer.. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, 
or inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable 
statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by 
Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received 
by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different 
Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice 
not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney's fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney's time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. 


Terms and Conditions of Auction 


With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 
9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including 
a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). In addition, with 
respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might 
otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on the 
invoice. If a Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates shall 
have the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure by 
possessory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidder’s property in their possession... 

. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a 
common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneer’s 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that 
Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the 
credit card on file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. 
NOTE: Declaration value shall be the item(s) hammer price together with its buyer's premium and 
Auctioneer shall use the correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping 
costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all domestic shipments, any risk of loss 
during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the shipping carrier’s confirmation of delivery to the 
address of record in Auctioneer’s file (carrier's confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; 
if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without 
Signature) or delivery by Heritage to Bidder’s selected third-party shipper.

Failure to pick-up or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject Lots to 
storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage for larger 
items and $5.00 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the Lot is 
not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage or 
moving fees, including a 10% Seller’s Commission. 

36A. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, 
turtle shell, coral, crocodile, or other wildlife. Transport of such lots may require special licenses for 
export, import, or both.

Delay, failure, or 
incapacity to obtain any such license or permit does not relieve the buyer of timely payment, or 
afford them the capacity to void their purchase or payment.

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer.

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions. . 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 

in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or afhliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 
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Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury 
waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces 
the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, 
relating to and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any 
interpretation of the Terms and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description 
of any lot or condition report, any damage to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term 
of sale or condition report or description and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in 
contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any claim made by you of a lot or 
your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving a warranty or 
representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer {which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant 
(or respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a 
confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the 
rules of, the American Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, 
Texas. The arbitrator’s award may be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a Claim 
involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District Courts 
of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to subject matter and in personam jurisdiction; 
further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect 
arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or related 
items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be brought within two 
(2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. Exemplary or 
punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions and restrictions for 
return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The 
prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based 
on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. 
awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid of arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation 
shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary 
the corresponding appellate courts.
